1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 2, filed 7-1-04, with respect to Fossum et al., 
Elabd et al. and Cho not teaching the newly amended feature of claims 1 and 14 being 
the spatial resolution of tracking regions or windows of an image frame are 
programmable independent of the other multi-resolution regions or windows of claims 1 
and 14, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims of 1-8, 
12 and 14-18 has been withdrawn.
